•vanln Dutch stock, on Nov. 0, JS25, 
antt removed with his pnrantfl to Phil- 
adelphia when hv was sovan yearn 
old. It wan thr«« years Inter, In 1835, 
tlmt. acconllng to him. the crncklnjt 
of the Liberty bell occurred. That l» 
tho year usually given as tho ono In 
which the nilslmp occurred, but Mr. 
Hunch Is emphatic In Ills statement 
that the bell was not cracked on tbo 
occasion of Clil-f Justice Marshall's 
funeral.

novarnt boys whom he spied In thn 
aquar*. A Clef lie had corralled sir or 
eight of us— 1 don't remember oxnctlj- 
how many—he tnlil us that ho wanted 
us to ring the Liberty bell In honor 
of Washington'* birthday. Tho Idea 
pleased us very much—wo boys were 
not In the habit of ringing tho old bell 
—•nil we agreed to do It.
